TOKYO (AP)-U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Edwin O.x Reischauer was 
reported recovering in a Tokyo 
hospital tonight from a stab 


, wound in the right thigh" inflict- 


ed: by a Japanese youth who 
police said was mentally de- 
ranged. 


Police said the assailant, Nor- 


ikazu Shiotani, 19, was near- 
sighted and told them he want- 
ed to protest because the Unit- 
ed States and Japanese govern- 
ments did not do enough for 
people with poor sight. 


The police said Shiotani had 
f tried unsuccessfully earlier this 


year to set fire to a U.S. Em- 
bassy building to advance his 
crusade. 


The police said there ap- 


parently was no political motive 
for the assault. President Ken- 
nedy's appointment in 1961 of 
the popular, Japanese-speaking 
ambassador was widely hailed 
in Japan because of Reisch- 
auer's scholarly knowledge of 


W Asia. 


It was the first assault on an 


American ambassador to Japan 
in more than a century of diplo- 
matic relations. 


The thin, sullen - faced youth 


climbed the embassy wall and 
plunged a six - inch blade into 
the 53-year-old ambassador as 
he came out of the embassy 
chancery on his way to lunch, 


i 
The ambassador 
was given 


blood transfusions to compen- 
sate for heavy loss of blood. 
After the wound was closed 
X rays were taken to determine 
whether the missing tip of the 
blade was lodged in the leg. The 
photographs did not show it. 


Quick thinking and swift ac- 


tion by John Ferchak, 40, an of- 
ficial in the embassy's commer- 
cial section, may have saved 
Reischauer's life. 


Ferchak, from Jersey City, 


N.J., heard Reischauer 
say, 


"Who 
is that man?" and then 


saw that he carried a knife. 
Grabbing Shiotani from 
the 


back, Ferchak pushed him to 
the floor, forced the knife from 
his hand, then called for help. 


Reischauer said, "I am bleed- 


ing, 
call a doctor." Ferchak 


helped him to a seat. Whipping 
off his tie, Ferchak used it as 
a tourniquet to stop the flow of 
blood, then got a scarf from 
one of the secretaries to make 
another tourniquet. 


The ambassador, still con- 


scious, was rushed to the hos- 
pital operating table.

wife, Haru, issued a statement 
saying that her husband was 
"making a good recovery" and 
was grateful for the "warm and

air-conditioning system 
at the 


city hall. The new equipment is 
all electric, and is what is gen- 
erally known as a "heat pumpV 
It is essentially a refrigerating 
machine that pumps out of the 
building in 
the summer, and 


which can be reversed to pump 
heat into the building during the 
winter. The installation has a 
rated capacity of ten tons, and 
will handle the courtroom and 
all of the 
lower floor 
of the 


building. 


The power companies 
have 


for sev eral years been promot- 
ing the sale of this 
type of 


equipment, and with some suc- 
cess, 
particularly throughout 


the South. It's widest use has 
been in "all electric" homes. 
There are, however, a member 
of commercial installations in 
Arkansas, but this is the first 
one of any kind in Hope. The 
Electric Department has four 
test meters installed on 
the 


apparatus in order to get com- 
plete operating data, and they

•Foreman, echoing Melvin M. 
Belli's remarks that Jack Ruby 
did not get a fair trial in Dallas, 
quit the Ruby defense team 
Monday and returned home to 
Houston. 


The 61-year-old lawyer said 


he decided to withdraw from 
the Ruby case because he was 
not permitted by the Ruby fam- 
ily to handle the appeal of the 
conviction alone and in his own 
way. 
{ "I am not accustomed to con- 
ferring with or justifying my 
course of action to other at- 
torneys," Foreman said in a let- 
ter of resignation to Ruby. "I 
have always worked alone." 


Ruby, who declared himself 


a pauper Monday on his 53rd 
birthday, was sentenced to death 
in the electric chair March 14 
for the slaying Nov. 24 of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, accused assas- 
sin of President John F. Kenne- 
dy. Belli, who headed Ruby's 
defense in a month-long trial, 
engineered a plea of temporary 
insanity for the Dallas strip 
joint operator. 


Foreman said Ruby was "bar- 


becued" at the Dallas trial. The 
Houston attorney took the case 
only last Thursday after the 
Ruby family fired Belli, of San

A study was 
made to find out exactly what 
prejudices are likely to cloud 
the mind and judgment of Mr. 
Average 
Citizen 
when he's 


called for jury duty. The results 
of this study surprised me. They 
surprised many veteran trial 
lawyers, and they'll probably 
surprise you. 


First, race. Are most white 


persons 
unconsciously 
preju- 


diced against Negroes? Maybe 
some are when social and hous- 
ing issues are involved, but not 
when it comes to a courtroom. 


The typical white juror rarely 


assumes a Negro is guilty sim- 
ply because of his genetic back- 
ground. As a matter of fact, lie 
may even bend backwards in 
his effort to be fair. 


Negro jurors, on the other 


hand, do not follow this pattern. 
They're not prejudiced against 
whites, but they have a tenden- 


cy to identify with the under-dog 
and to show favoritism toward 
the young, the poor, and the un- 
employed. They react coldly 
and suspiciously toward the sue* 
cessful, and established — busi- 
ness executives, for example. 


Second, religion. Here again, 


the usual social antagonisms do 
not carry into the courtroom. A

man may be the type 
sists that he wouldn't „«,.., ...* 
daughter to marry outside her 
religion, but he doesn't, let his 
thinking spill over into his esti- 
mate of a defendant's guilt or 
innocence. He's not prejudiced 
because of the man's religion, 
if it is one of the three major 
ones. People from many walks 
of life, however, are prejudiced 
in the courtroom against mem- 
bers of the newer religious sects. 


Third, 
occupation. 
Perhaps 


you think most Americans are 
especially suspicious of bookies, 
con men, or B girls. That's 
what I would have predicted, 
but a bookie may actually stand 
a better chance in court, as far 
as the sympathies of the jury 
are concerned, than the labor 
union official. The two occupa- 
tional groups against whom pre- 
ludice is most widespread are 
abor executives, and govern- 
ment officials. 


Fourth, the idle. Are the idle 
ich and the idle poor likely to 
neet disfavor in a jury's eves? 
Definitely! People with middle 
ncomes, 
those in the $7,500 


through $15,000 bracket, stand 
the best chance of making a 
wholesome impression on their 
peers. And people in this brack- 
et make the fairest jurors. 


Fifth, age. The least preju- 


diced and most open - minded 
uror is likely to be a man or 
woman in his or her thirties. 
Retired people are the most 
prejudiced and difficult to diss- 
way. 


Sixth, national origins. This 


category produced some of the 
biggest surprises of all. Oddly, 


and despite Hungary's recent 
history of courageous Freedom 
Fighters, Americans are more 
prejudiced against Hungarians 
and Rumanians than against 
Germans, Japanese, Russin, or 
any other of our past or present 
military foes. 


Seventh, sex. Women have less 


chance than men of getting a 
fair verdict from a jury, be- 
cause there are two large 
groups who are extremely sus- 
picious of women defendants. 
The .first anti-feminine group 
are men whose income is less 
than $5,000 a year. The second 
group that doesn't trust women 
defendants is other women.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., open- 
ing an investigation into al- 
leged shady deals in boxing, 
warned today "time is running 
out for the boxing industry un- 
less something is done" to end 
"general public disrespect and 
distrust." 


Hart's comments were in a 


prepared statement as his Sen- 
ate Antitrust and Monopoly sub- 
committee opened three days of 
hearings on circumstances sur- 
rounding the controversial tech- 
nical knockout Feb. 25 by which 
Cassius Clay won the heavy- 
weight title from Sonny Liston. 


"There has been a growing 


suspicion," Hart said, "that the 
sport is controlled by hidden 
manipulators and that the men 
who go into the ring and take 
the knocks are the ones who 
profit least from the gate re- 
ceipts." 


Hart said the first interest of 


the hearings will be a $50,000 
promotional fee paid Clay be- 
fore the title bout by Interconti- 
nental Promotions Inc., in which 
Liston is a stockholder, for the 
exclusive 
right 
to 
promote 


Clay's next fight and to pick his 
opponent. 


This $50,000 promotional fee 


has figured in efforts by Ed 
Lassman, president of the World 
Boxing Association, to take the 
heavyweight title away from 
Clay. 


Lassman, scheduled to appear 


before the subcommittee Thurs- 
day, wants to take away the ti- 
tle temporarily and return it in 
five months if Clay has a satis- 
factory explanation for the pro- 
motional fee from Intercontinen- 
tal Promotions and his general 
behavior improves. 


The New York and Illinois 


state athletic commissions have 
said they will continue to recog- 
nize Clay as champion. 


Lassman is taking a poll of 


the WBA's 20-member executive 
committee to declare the title 
vacant. 


Lassman is expected to en- 


dorse strongly the proposal be- 
fore the Senate subcommittee to 
set up a federal czar over box- 
ing when he appears Thursday. 


Hart is taking over with the 


hearings where the late Sen. 
Estes Kefauver, D-Tenn., left 
off as subcommittee chairman.

records. 


"I love teaching," Red con- 


fesses from under the fading, 
receding fringe of hair.

near comparable I never would 
have left the classroom."

Umpiring Is 
New Role 
for Pitcher

ST. PETERSBURG (AP) - 


Danny McDevitt, former pitcher 
with the Los Angeles Dodgers 
and New York Yankees, had 
just walked off the field after 
umpiring the second game of 
his new career. 


Now McDevitt stood in the 


shadows of Al Lang Field, his 
thumb in the air, showing how 
he gesticulates before a mirror 
at home to get the feel of au- 
thority in his calls. 


"I've never been a real ag- 


gressive personality," he said. 
"And 
when you're 
umpiring 


you've got to give an appear- 
ance of strength. You have to 
look like you're convinced you've 
called the play right so no one 
has any doubts. 


"And 
you have to develop 


your voice to make it sound like 
it has authority," he continued. 
"You've got to work on develop- 
ing the muscles in your larynx. 
I didn't even know I had some 
of the muscles I'm using. 


"So you have to work in front 


of a mirror," McDevitt .ex- 
plained, "and you get to see for 
yourself how things look. I've 
been coming along and I've got 
a job in the Florida State 
League." 


McDevitt, now 31, originally 


came up in the Yankee organi- 
zation, but did most of his pitch- 
ing for the Dodgers before re- 
turning to the Yankees and then 
winding up his major league ca- 
reer with Minnesota and Kansas 
City. 


In his first major league'start 


in 1957 McDevitt defeated rCin- 
cinnati 7-2. He figures his um- 
piring career actually started 
then. 


"I hurt my arm," he said, 


"but I was afraid to tell any- 
one, and it got worse. Last year 
I had adhesions and tendonitis. 
For adhesions you're supposed 
to throw 
and 
for tendonitis 


you're supposed to rest. There 
didn't seem to be any way out. 
So I came down here and went 
to Al Sommers' umpiring school 
—and it's been a reve)ation. 


"I've played baseball for 12 


years," he continued, "and now 
I know I didn't know half the 
rules. I'll bet 90 per cent of the 
players don't really know the 
rules. Then you have to learn 
authority and how to position 
yourself and the rest. 


"When I used to pitch, I al- 


ways felt umpires should have to 
pay their way into the ball 
park," he laughed. "Now I know

His Other

Bill Skowron has been plagued 


with problems throughout his 
baseball career. Now he's with 
the Washington Senators. 


He got there the hard way, 


starting with the then world 
champion New York Yankees, 
stopping off at the world cham- 
pion Los Angeles Dodgers and 
finally tumbling to the cellar- 
dwelling Senators. 


Despite' the change in atmos- 


phere., ;the 33-year-old first base- 
man is willing to accept his fate, 
at least for the present. He feels 
if he can get off to a good start 
this season, he can help not only 
the Senators but also himself. 


His performances of the past 


two days haven't 
hurt that 


thinking any. He slugged a pair 
of two-run homers Monday in 
powering Washington to a 7-3 
triumph against the Dodgers. 
That gave him three home runs 
in two games following hjs re- 
turn to the line-up. 


Skowron, whose injury record 


reads like the AMA journal, sat 
out six days with a bad back, 
his most persistent ailment. 


The appearance of the 6-foot, 


197-pound veteran against the 
Dodgers was the first since he 
starred for them in their World 
Series sweep of the Yankees 
last fall. He had five hits, in- 
cluding a home run, for a .385 
average and knocked in three 
runs in the Series. 


That showing was almost as 


surprising as the Dodgers' four- 
game rout. During the regular 
season Skowron batted .203, hit 
four homers and drove in 19 
runs, all carer lows. He played 
sporadically, being .used as a 
pinch hitter much of the time, 


Whereas injuries had ham- 


pered him in previous years, 
marital difficulties 
interferred 


with his playing in 1963. His 
ordeal was punctuated by a 
dramatic flight to his New Jer- 
sey home in the middle of 
spring training. Legal action 
followed. 


He'll settle for some good, 


dramatic batting 
action this 


year.

ments, mammoth Frank How- 
ard said Monday night he wants 
to sign a Los Angeles Dodgers' 
contract and start playing. 


"I want to play," said How- 


ard, who previously had talked 
of retiring. "I'm ready i» ga 
down to Vero Beach, Fla." 


Jim Umbricht's situation is 


not so good. Houston's right- 
handed pitcher, it was disclosed, 
has 
been 
hospitalized 
since 


March 16. No one would say 
what is wrong with Umbricht 
but he underwent a cancer op- 
eration a year ago. 


He made an amazing come- 


back, though, compiling a 2.61 
earned run average in 76 in- 
nings.
